Some changes were made in Tie 
Liquor Control Act at this session 
but they are amendments to clarify 
admnistrative difficulties. 

A bill to incorporate the Northern 
Alberta Jockey Club was voted out 
by the members on third reading by 
a standing vote, 

An amendment to the Sale of Goods 
Act dealing with cattle, hogs, and 
sheep was made to protect the farm- 
er but buying firms may find it 
necessary to protect themselves from 
losses by insurance. Under the 
change the purci.iaser of these ani- 
mals must beware that he is not buy- 
ing stolen ptoperty or the loss, as a 
revult will be tiiat of the purchaser. 

A total of 86 bills were considered 
and dealt with by members of the 
House during this session. phd

GOLD AND. SILVER LININGS 


The women who do teir own can- 
ning have for years brought their 
problems to the home economist of 
the conaumer section, department 01 
Agriculture. Just now there are 
many questions pouring into Canada’: 
kitchen and among them many ar‘ 
about. canning in tin cans, 

Botii glass and tin have their ad 
vantages in canning. Because womei 
have used glass sealers for a long 
time they usually understand then. 
better, For canning large quantities, 
tin may be more practical. For one 
thing, it doesn’t break as glass does 
You won't have to handle it with 
such great care and you don’t have 
to worry ahout sudden changes in 
temperature. Tin is often easier 
to handle, when canning under steam 
pressure, It heats through more 
quickly than glass and also a tot can 
may be plunged into cold water just 
as it.is taken from the canner with 
no fear of breakage. This quick 
cooling stops the cooking, so saves 
flavor and texture of the food. 

The plain tin can is not completely 
.satisfactory for canning all kinds of 
food as the plain glass jar is. Canning 
in glain tin spoils the appearance of 
certain foods. Some years ago this 
‘was a serious problem to all canners. 
In fact, some of them gave up try- 
ing to put many of the garden foods 
in tin because of what happened to 
them-during the process, Red fruits 
and vegetables suci as berries, cher: 
ries, cranberries, rhubarb and beets 
lost their beautiful color when 
packed in plain tin cans. ‘For o¢x- 
ample, raspberries that went into a 
can with their natural lovely red 
color came out a dull grey. This 
wias’t spoilage. Nothing was spoiled 
but their appearance. They tasted 
good but no one wanted to eat grey 
raspberries, Scientists, who worked on 
this problem reported that the red 
color of certain fruits and vegetables 
always fades when iieated in contact 
with tin. 

Another difficulty occured in cans 
ning pumpkin and squash, These veg- 
etables caused discoloration in ‘he 
plain tins and everybody was afraid | 
to eat the harmless but dark, unap- 
petizing contents of the can. 

‘The color of corn also suffered— 
Dut in a different way. Corn and also 
the inside of the tin in which it was 
canned, turned almost black. The 
dark color formed when these foods 
were heated in contact witli the metal 
is harmless but has an unpleasant ap- 
pearance, \ 

The cans on the market today, as 
a result of continued experimenting, 
are lined with special enamel.

A little extra attention to the 
garden lawn in the early spring will 
often improve its appearance for the 
summer, As soon as it is reason- 
ably dry from winter snow, it should 
be well raked with a flexable steel 
grass rake. A garden rake should ve 
avoided as it is too drastic a treat- 
ment and tends to tear up the roots, 
Delay in the raking if the ground is 
found to be too soft that foot marks 
are noticable; high heels in particu- 
lar will leave depressions which may 
may remain al] summer. Rolling is 
not as essential as many people think 
and is necessary only in those regions 
where heaving results from the action 
of frost. Although rolling is not 
usually harmful on light soils, it 
causes heavier soils to compact, a 
condition detrimental to the growth 
of grass. A more effective and desir- 
able method of smoothing small 
depressions in the lawn is top-dressiag 
Early spring is a good time to fertil- 
ize, The most common cause of poor 
lawns is low soi] fertility. Since 
grass is constantly growing and pro- 
ducing new leaves a suitable fertil- 
izer is one high in nitrogen. It is im- 
portant that the fertilizer be spread 
evenly. It is a good plan to divide it 
into equal, parts and to spread each 
half uniformly over the entire lawn, in 
opposite directions, The lawn should 
be dry a the time gf application and 
the fertilizer should be well wat- 
ered in immediately after to avoid 
burning the foliage.

the new dust treatment called 
Anticarie be used on oats and bar- 
ley for smut control. Anticarie just 
won't contro! the smuts of oats and 
barley, so why use it. Formalin, 
although it gives good smut control, 
tends to injure the seed, sometimes 
quite seriously. It is not recom- 
mended fog the treatment of seed- 
grain, 
alixercise Care, Seed of oats and 
barley should first be tloroughly 
cleaned and then treated with Cere- 
san, Leytosan or Panogen, according 
to manufacturer’s directions, Be 
sure and treat the seed at least 
7 days in advance of seeding. The 
mercury seed disinfectants are 
oisonous to humans and livestock,
